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LEGISLATIVE REFORM. 

The popular branch of our |n\v mak- 
ing power is called tlie House of Assem- 
bly. It is composed of gentlemen elec- 
ted in certain districts, by the qualified 
electors. In order to be a member of 
the House, it is necessary to he a British 
subject, — possess real estate lo the" value 
of three hundred pound? sterling,— and 
receive the largest number of votes 
polled. 

Prior to the organization of the House, 
the wan! of such a body was sensibly felt, 
owing to tlic arbitrary proceedings of 
the Governorand Company. The Hook 
Government heard the complaints of tin 
colony, and ordered Gov. Douglas to 
give the people a representative voice in 
. the government: Never was thcr 
more unpalatable order received by the 
M.ompariy's Governor. Representative 
government was a deadly poison to des- 
potic rule; absolute sovereignty mu 
end or an antidote must he found. The 
antidote was found: The colony must 
have the name of a House of Assembly : 
but the members must he Hudson's Bay 
Company's servants. Accordingly the 
House was instituted in -1 850, with seven 
members, six elected and ojSE appoint- 
ed. 

Of the OKE APPOINTED we shall speak 
on a future, occasion. Of the seven 
members composing the Mouse, only 
tine was \ holly independent : the others 
were either H. Ii. (lo. or Pugcl Sound 
Go's servants. Thus Hie antidote was 
swallowed with the poison, and despotism 
lived. 

Bad e.s a packed House may he, suine. 
good will always be done. So some sal- 
utary measures reflecting credit on the 
members were introduced, and* establish- 
ed/ At present the House appears desi- 
rous of promoting the interests of the 
colony: hut it is too slow in legislating 
to meet our wants. The colony cannot 
spend years to accomplish what, should 
take days. Legislatures are created in 
this practical ago to make such laws as 
j the people require, and make them at 
I once. The members of the House arc 
very intelligent and gentlemanly men, 
and as far as that goes, a credit to any 
community, but ifc was said before they 
are toe slow. The infusion among them 
of a more active and practical element, is 
absolutely necessary to satisfy the wants 
iW'the colony. Without it the country 
will never advance ; with it, she will be 
;/ 'found in the win of progress. 

The extraordinary progress of this 
colony the presoril year— ! its rapid in- 
crease in population, wealth and impor- 
tance— domauds an increase in our rep 



resentation. Twelve lucre representa- 
tives are, the smallest number possible, 
more would be preferable, and have I lie 
business of the colony properly attended 
lo. With this addition proper conside- 
ration could he given lo the interests of 
colony, and its immediate wants sat- 
isfied. 

Our vast industrial resources lie hid- 
den from Hit- world ; and I he means ne- 
cessary lo make millions homes and hap- 
liuess, are untouched. Our fisheries 
remain but to be developed to prove ami ric 
of untold wealth. Our inexhaustible coal 
mines— mere valuable than diamcgids— 
are scarcely opened. Our lands — the 
patrimony of the people — are still in the 
possession of the Indian, or exposed to 
the clutch of the land-grabber. Our 
asl forests — instead of mukingships and 
tomes— are unexplored and undisturbed. 
Our Indians — in place of being gathered 
into reservations — roam atFargc a hind- 
rance to settlement. Our educational 
system — so necessary lo a free people — 
is unsettled and unendowed. Our pop- 
ulation— Ihccreatorsof wealth andiinport- 
ancc-r is small .and must be increased. 
Our government — the guardian of our 
lives and liberties— must be systematized 
and receive a settled form. To give 
proper consideration lo these subjects, 
and impart new life to the colony, is 
Why Yaiieouverians demand more rep- 
resentation. 

The Home Government lias ordered a 
return of this Island. The rule of II. B. 
Co. — which basso long [paralyzed every 
effort of -the colony to advance — will 
cease. England will not want us as a 
tax on her treasury. She will ask us to 
provide Ways and Means to support a 
Civil list, and create our own public im- 
provements. It is her wish that we 
should he self-governed anil self support- 
ng ; and as a kind mother — in return 
'or loyalty and affection — sin: w*l.l guard 
is by her army and navy, withoul 
noncy and without price. We are able 
lo provide the Ways and Means: Are we 
qualified for self-government with a rep- 
resentative Assembly of seven members V 
It is absurd to think it. It wouldscarcc- 
y provide a head to each department. 
The wheels af government would not re- 
volve, The circumstances of the colony 
demand more ; and the people bclipvc 
that "in the multitude of councillor.- 
there is wisdom."

EUROPEAN ITEMS. 

The Quebec line is withdrawn for I he 
season and commences its monthly ser- 
vice to Portland on the -17th of Novem- 
ber. Next spring they commence mak- 
ing weekly trips. 

The projectorsof the Galway line have 
purchased the screw steamer Circassian. 
She takes the place of the Prince Albert, 
from Galway, Oct. 2(1. A correspond- 
ence between Mr. Lever and Mr. Hamil- 
ton, Secretary of the Treasury, on the 
subject of a subsidy for the Galway line, 
and the renewal of the Messrs. Cunard 
contract, is published. The latter says 
the extension of the Cunard contract was 
assented lo in March last, before the 
Galway undertaking was mooted, hut that 
there is nothing in it lo interfere with 
the arrangcm mfcjf or the postal service 
via Galway ; aWNhat Mr. Cunard has 
undertaken the' increased services and 
uhmittedto the additional conditions. 

A deputation has proceeded from Lim- 
erick to London to see Mr. Cunard on 
the subject of a transatlantic station in 
the Shannon. 

\ telegraphic dispatch from Valentin 
reached Loudon on the night of the 20th, 
stating that intelligent signals were again 
being received from Newfoundland thro' 
the ceble. The signals were, very dis- 
tinct, and the words received were " Dan- 
iells now in Circuit." Authority was at 
once given to use the Dnniell's battery 
likewise at Valentin. In his letter to the . 
press announcing the gratifying fact, Mr. 
Saward, Secretary of the Company, says: 
" This, however, though encouraging 
must not be regarded as a permanent 
state of things, as it is still clear there is 
a serious fault in the cable, while at the 
same time it is not at present absolutely 
clear that any except the most extraor- 
dinary and to the cable dangerous efforts 
can be made, more especially on this 
side, to overcome the existing obstacles 
in the way of perfect working.

• and applaud a wol I regulated government, 
with popular and competent rulers. 
Bui a more disagreeable task devolves 
mi us. Our liniits.will barely allow us 
lo touch on some ft' those abuses which 

'float on the surface ; in a future number 
we shall dive deeper. 

The dcople ef this colony are. and long 

•have been, tired of the maladministra- 
tion id' public affairs. Their rulers have 
been the tools of a company of "fur 
pcdlers," who have used tin' country 
for hunting grounds instead of the pur- 
poses of colonization. The people have 
been beaten and imprisoned ; robbed of 
rights they should enjoy, as Englishmen 
and their loyalty and independence slig 
mntized as seditions. Petitions for 

'redress of their grievances have past 
'-unheard, and Downing street still per- 
sists in allowing the colony to he fair 
plunder for incompetency. The House 
of Assembly, instead of being wholly a 
representative body, lias had forced 
upon them by Thief-Factors Douglas 
and Work, a member to represent Nan- 
aimo, by appointment, without elector 
or election ; thus one of the landmark 
of British constitutional liberty has been 
uprooted. Loyally, honesty and com- 
petency — the triad standard of British 
officials, — which couli'. have been bad 
for the. asking— are branded with the 
mark of illegitimacy, and offices of the 
■colony filled with toadyism, consanguin 
Hy, and incompetency, 
while-washed Englishmen and renegade 
Yankees. 

No just 'inducements or •well digested 
■efforts have ever been made to promote 
colonization in accordance, with the 
spirit of the. grout of Ihc Hudson's Bay 
Company. .Men who have desired to go 
oul on the roasts for trade or settlement 
hayc been lold that Ihe strong arm ol 
governmenl would not be extended for 
their protection. A well regulated land 
office, and a-tfisjiosition to sell at fair 
[prices, so necessary to settlement, has 
never lieen known in Hie -colony. Down 
lo a late period there was no index of 
sales.
